May we not infer that all animals whose mus­ 
cular development is greater in proporition to

ments and less interfered with by the greater 
muscular ease with which they are accom­ 
plished?

Such is the evolution 
of the tumbler pigeon, such the more refined 
and masterly hovering of some birds who pos­ 
sess the ])OW'er of so balancing themselves 
on a slanting breeze as to remain motionless 
with respect to the earth, without apparently 
moving a wing or a feather, floating all tiie time, 
still and calm.
